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PROTOTYPE LEGISLATION 


pene on six aircraft pro- 
totype bills in the Senate Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce Commit- 
tee last month brought to light some 
highly interesting aspects of industry 
and government philosophy in regard 
to Federal sponsorship of aircraft de- 
velopment programs. These hearings, 
together with the history of the bills 
prior to introduction, are significant 
because so many branches of aviation 
endeavor and aeronautical interests are 
involved. 

Since Britain and Canada stole the 
march on jet transport development, 
the push has been on for our own 
government to get off the pot and do 
something. Like every other major 
problem affecting the aviation indus- 
try in peacetime, the U. S. shows up 
a day late and a dollar short. As it 
stands now we do hav e a jet prototype 
testing bill which has good chances 
for passage at this session of Congress. 
Drawn up by the Air Coordinating 
Committee, Senate Bill 3504 has been 
endorsed by the airlines, the manufac- 
turers, the NACA, the CAB and the 
CAA, as well as the Bureau of the 
Budget. Since the bill does not “inter- 
fere with military operations or plans,” 
the Department of Defense decided to 
endorse it. That’s nice because of all 
the people who ought to be deeply 
interested im any jet protot y pe de- 
velopment bill in strenuous times like 
these, the military services should head 
the list. 

S. B. 3504 calls for a two-year op- 
erational prototype testing program, 
administered by the Secretary of Com- 
merce, at a cost of $12,500,000, a mere 
pittance compared to the $200,000,000 
plus spent by our socialistic and im- 
pecunious British their 
prototype programs — an expenditure 
that in all probability could not have 
been made had it not been for Ameri- 


cousins on 


can support dollars. The fact remains 


that even if the jet program is put 
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over in this session of Congress, the 
United States is still several years be- 
hind and must remain in the back 
seat a while longer. You don’t need 
much stronger evidence of our lack 
of a dynamic, hard-hitting national 
aviation policy. We appoint high- 
powered air policy commissions who 
enlist the best talent available for 
study and concrete recommendations. 
With blowing of horns and beating 
of drums the report is made, then sum- 
marily filed and forgotten. So it was 
with the Finletter Commission report 
and practically every major aviation 
study ef decades past. Our pathetic 
lag in jet transport development simply 
underscores this unpleasant, historical 
fact. 

Hearings were also held last month 
on Senate Bill 2984, which calls for 
$5,000,000 over a period of three 
years ‘“‘to provide for the development 
and improvement of aircraft intended 
for industrial or personal use, and 
adaptable for military service.”” Spon- 
sored by the National Association of 
State Aviation officials, the bill em- 
powers the CAA to enter into con- 
tracts with individuals or companies 
for the design, development, construc- 
tion, modification and testing of proto- 
type aircraft and aircraft components 
or the improvement of existing types 
of aircraft, in accordance with stand- 
ards established by an industry-gov- 
ernment committee of experts. With- 
out passing on the merits or demerits 
of the bill, its conception and prepara- 
tion were consistent with historical 
patterns of conduct in the small air- 
plane field, in that it was hastily con- 
ceived with little or no attempt to get 
unified support or agreement in prin- 
ciple prior to introduction. As a re- 
sult the hearings brought forth wide 
divergence of opinion, which included 
a torpedo from the Personal Aircraft 
Council of the Aircraft Industries As- 
sociation, whose representative spoke 
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effectively against the principles in- 
volved. 

Whereas the big airplane people 
managed to present a solid front be- 
fore the committee and at least agree 
on a program, the small airplane people 
demonstrated to the committee they 
could not agree either in general prin- 
ciples or in specific details. Nearly 
every witness had his own original 
opinions; so the hearings turned out 
to be another forum for various avia- 
tion groups to present a hodge-podge 
of arguments which might better have 
been delivered prior to introduction of 
the bill, far removed from a congres- 
sional committee room. 

Perhaps the greatest weakness in all 
the prototype legislation so far intro- 
duced is the failure to include con- 
sideration of short-haul feeder type 
transports and such specialized de- 
velopments as agricultural aircraft. 
This blatant oversight merely points up 
the confused thinking now going on 
over the entire broad subject of proto- 
type development. 

For our money we'll string along 
with the proposition that the Federal 
government has a long way to go in 
changing its basic policies towards 
aeronautical enterprise before it starts 
glossing over its antediluvian regula- 
tions and methods of operation by ap- 
propriating huge sums for prototype 
development. For example, the best 
way to get a modern, efficient and 
sorely needed short-haul feeder-type 
transport is to quit playing footsie with 
air transportation and abandon the 
present practice of expanding our air 
transportation system on a three-year 
experimental basis. Give our manufac- 
turers an order and they'll build most 
anything you want. The trouble is 
we'll probably still be using DC-3’s 
ten years from now because the holders 
of three-year certificates can’t order 
new equipment if there’s a chance of 
being liquidated at the end of their 
experimental franchise. 

If there is no hope for the govern- 
ment to modernize its machinery and 
overhaul its philosophy in regard to 
civil aviation, then we might buy some 
kind of prototype research program,

into Canada was with R. E. (Dutch) 
Dutton, Cessna Aircraft Company’s 
factory representative in the prairies, 
and our Cessna 195-A was never with- 
out plenty of company in the form of 
Canadian-owned Cessnas around the 
many airports we visited. Without 
much trying, we counted sixteen pri- 
vately-owned 195’s on the trip, plus 
more 140’s and 170’s; such was the 
Cessna scenery that we could have been 
in Texas or Oklahoma or Kansas in- 
stead of Canada. This was true despite 
the high costs of Canadian currency 
exchange, customs duty, sales taxes and 
the like. 

Our airplane was one of Cessna’s 
first 195-A’s and Friend Dutton was 
getting impressive performance with 
it. The “A” on the 195 means that it 
is powered with a surplus Jacobs L-4 
engine, rated at 245 hp. for take-off, 
in place of the new-production 300-hp. 
Jacobs engine. To buy a 195-A, the 
customer arranges to purchase a sur- 
plus Jacobs 245, plus propeller and 
accessories, and have this shipped to 
the Cessna factory where installation 
is made without charge. Surprisingly 
enough, Cessna says the 195-A_per- 
forms just about the same as the 300- 
hp. model. One of our take-offs was 
close enough to full gross load of 3,350 
Ibs. to call it that and we used only 
about 600 ft. of a 1,600-ft. strip get 
ting into the air, climbing out at a 
good 1,000 fpm. A couple of cruise 
tests showed the 195-A to be good for 
every bit of 165 to 170 mph. cruising 
speed. One was at 11,000 ft., where 
indicated air speed was 142 mph. with 
a setting of 18 inches of manifold 
pressure and 1,900 rpm. This was 
about 50 per cent of rated power. The 
other test was at 6,000 ft., and gave 
us an indicated air speed of 160 mph., 
with 21 inches and 1,900 rpm. (about 
58 per cent of rated power). At these 
speeds the 195-A’s 80-gal. fuel ca- 
pacity is good for 5 hrs. of range with 
reserve With an empty weight of 
2,030 Ibs., it has a 1,320-lb. useful 
load and is good for full tanks of fuel, 
4 men and well over 100 Ibs. of 
baggage. 

Air visitors will find crossing the 
Canadian border much easier than 
entering other countries. For example, 
Canada requires no passports or tourist 
cards as do our Latin amigos to the 
South. Moreover, Canadian money is 
a matter of pennies, nickels, dimes, 
quarters and dollars like our own ex- 
cept that the U. S. dollar is worth 
$1.10 in Canadian currency. Cities 
and towns we visited had the U. S. 
look, people were home folks in 
many ways, airports and radio ranges 
were identical to our own except 
for flat-roofed hangars and_ radio 
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sequence broadcasts 10 minutes and 40 
minutes past the hour instead of 15 
and 45. The hotels we visited— 
Canadian Pacific or Canadian National 
in every case—are as good as the best 
anywhere in most respects with even 
better service. Gasoline is a shade 
higher but comes in generous imperial 
gallons. Although the compass suffered 
king-size deviations the farther North 
we flew, navigation was a cinch with 
infinite section lines, distinctive rail- 
road grain elevators, rivers and lakes. 

Up from the Cessna factory in 
Kansas to Winnipeg via the excellent 
airport of entry at Grand Forks, N. D., 
we hit Winnipeg in the midst of its 
worst flood in 118 years. Away from 
the tragic city and its 120,000 home- 
less we flew 825 miles West in an after- 
noon against headwinds and around a 
polar front, going via Yorkton, Regina, 
Moose Jaw, Swift Current, and Medi- 
cine Hat to Calgary. 

Our sight-seeing thus started in 
Calgary, a sort of low-altitude Den- 
ver (below 3,500 ft.) with snowy 
peaks of the Canadian Rockies atop its 
skyline. Nearby Banff and Lake Louise 
we had to see, but weather prevented 
our use of the neat but mountain- 
locked air strip at Banff. Instead, we 
left the Cessna in Calgary’s Hangar | 
with Foothills Aviation, Cessna dis 
tributor, and drove into the mountains 
in a drive-yourself rental auto ar- 
ranged for us by Wilf Olson, manag- 
ing director of Foothills Aviation. Air 
visitors to Calgary should not miss an 
auto drive to Banff and Lake Louise, 
and Wilf Olson at Foothills Aviation 
will gladly assist in any way. 

Here are two of the continent’s most 
beautiful mountain resorts and along 
with them permanent ice and snow in 
the most picturesque alpine settings 
this side of Switzerland. In the na 
tional park is an abundance of big 
game difficult to imagine—elk, deer, 
moose, bear and mountain sheep and 
goats—until your auto rounds a curve 
to come face to face with story-book 
specimen. Big resort hotels at both 
Banft and Lake Louise were still closed 
for the Winter and Lake Louise itself 
was still locked in snow and ice be- 
neath the towering granite cliffs and 
its storied glacier. 

Back to Calgary Airport for the 
Cessna, Olson joined us in a hop North 
to Edmonton, 220 miles the way we 
flew by angling off the section lines to 
see a new fishing strip going in on the 
shores of Driedmeat Lake, where air 
visitors can try their skill against some 
of Canada’s finest speckled trout. On 
Edmonton’s big airport we found our- 
selves back again in home surroundings 
—it was as if we were on Love Field 


in Dallas or Municipal Airport in

Houston as we talked with oil com- 
pany pilots and flying business men. 

Typical among the private owners 
was Pop Miller, Edmonton Packard 
and Willys auto dealer. He taxied up 
in a Cessna 170, just in from a hop 
over to Jasper. We know auto dealers 
at home who are twins to Miller, not 
only in their flying but in their per- 
sonalities. Gordon Smeltzer, local 
Cessna dealer, was like many an Ameri- 
can businessman—as an_ insurance 
company representative he maintains 
contact with branches in six Canadian 
cities by flying his own Cessna. 

Name your favorite big game or fish 
around Edmonton’s busy airport and 
operators there will have you on your 
way to mountains, bush or Arctic 
barrens before you know it. The fish- 
ing, for example, was put to us like 
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this: “How would you like to fish in 
a spot where each time you reeled in 
you had an 18- to 45-lb. lake trout 
or better, even up to 60 lbs.? Trout 
that battle for 30 minutes on light 
tackle, breaking water like marlin!” 
We're suckers for such gifted gab, 
which came from Tommie Fox of 
Associated Airways in Edmonton. He 
was describing a new fishing camp 100 
miles East of Yellowknife on Great 
Slave Lake, seventh largest lake in the 
world and located a few miles from 
the Arctic Circle. But we were exactly 
30 days too early for the season’s open- 
ing on June 15. Air visitors to Edmon- 
ton will find scores of such oppor- 
tunities—this is where the North 
Country really begins and during the 
Summer it’s daylight around the clock.

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VIATION is just an im

prosecution of a war depends to a 
great extent on transportation, those 
of us in the lightplane industry feel 
that large numbers of our planes could 
be successfully used by the military 
forces. There are thousands of short 
hops where we believe they wou!d 
prove more successful than any othe:

job and cannot be used advantageously 
in the future.

very few hours. In fact, I am sure 
that we could train a pilot at his home 
field so that he could fly a lightplane 
on many missions for less money than 
it would cost to put a flying cadet into 
uniform at an Army field.

Questions and Answers 


For Airport Operators 


Business Men Needed on Airport Boards 


QUESTION: Our Mayor has asked 
me to serve as a member of the air- 
port board, which seems to help con- 
trol and run our municipal airport. I 
haven't accepted because I can’t figure 
out any way I can do the board any 
good. I’m not a pilot. The only time I 
see the airport is when I'm going out 
or coming in by airline. Of course, I’ve 
had a few rides in my son’s plane. I’m 
a partner in a large dry goods store, 
not an aviation expert. In fact I 
wouldn't have known enough to write 
you this letter to get your slant on 
the matter if my son hadn't recom- 
mended it. So I want to ask you of 
what use I could be as a non-aviation 
person and why should I take on an 
unpaid job like that? 


ANSWER: Your letter gives us an 
opportunity to explain to you and 
others what we believe to be an im- 
portant and necessary aid to airport 
improvement in management and op- 
erations. You tell us that the only time 
you ever see the airport is when you 
are using one of its services, the air- 
lines. Yet you probably are a volume 
user of two other services only avail- 
able to you because you have the air- 
port, and these are air mail and air 
freight or express. We say that be- 
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cause your business is dry goods which 
includes fashion merchandise high on 
the lists of those things that lend 
themselves to shipment by air. 

Your Mayor knows that you aren’t 
an aviation expert. You’re a business 
man and the Mayor believes the air- 
port is a business. It is. You are a 
user of air transportation and if an 
airport has to satisfy anyone, it’s the 
user. There will be others on the board 
who know more about aviation than 
you do but will there be anyone who 
knows as much about business and 
merchandising? You haven’t really 
looked at the airport. You practically 
said that. If you do take the time to 
look at it with the trained eye of a 
merchant, it’s very likely that you 
will come up with some mighty sensi- 
ble answers to some of its shortcom- 
ings, that is, if it has any short- 
comings. Perhaps you'll find that ways 
of selling, operating, accounting or 
housekeeping offend your business 
sense. That airport represents a chal- 
lenge to you as a citizen of your com- 
munity. If you take that job at no pay 
it will be for the reason that you 
think a lot of your home community, 
not just the airport. The airport is a 
part of the social and business life of 
the community. Perhaps that is not

generally recognized but you can help 
it along. As a business man and a 
taxpayer-citizen you have no axes to 
grind on the political whetstone. 

The elected officials have many 
duties and responsibilities involving 
all the elements of the city govern- 
ment. The airport board has only one 
—the airport. You take that job, mis- 
ter, and you'll like it. 


QUESTION: There seem to be lots 
of rules around big airline terminals 
that don’t make sense to a lot of peo- 
ple. Take the one about not going 
through the gate until your airline 
flight is called. People can get off the 
airplane any time and come into the 
terminal but they are required to wait 
until the flight is called before board- 
ing again. I, for one, resent that kind 
of treatment. I’ve been flying for 
years and know how to take care of 
myself. What about it? 


ANSWER: People resent regimenta- 
tion, of course, but there are reasons 
for the rules you complain about. In 
the first place an airport ramp is a 
mighty busy place with gas trucks, 
air-conditioning equipment, baggage 
and battery carts, nose-loaders, steps 
and meal service trucks moving about. 
And there are busy airline workmen 
trying to do a job. To have passengers 
or sightseers moving or standing 
about in that area of work would drop 
efficiency and raise the accident poten- 
tial. The airport can’t differentiate 
between fliers and non-fliers. To allow 
a favored few to remain in the area 
because of a non-evident pilot certifi- 
cate would not make the others feel 
any better about it. In fact their

in still air, says Piper. Its principal use 
is crop dusting and spraying. It has 
been flown experimentally with as 
much as 1,000 Ibs. of dust in addition 
to fuel and pilot—a load which Piper 
says will be permissable under projected 
CAA rules allowing an agricultural 
pilot to carry any load he feels will be 
permitted by field and air conditions. 
For buyers specifying it, the 105 is 
equipped at the factory with a dust 
hopper and an 80-gal. tank for spray- 
ing, with small-pipe booms, having a 
total of 24 nozzles, under the wings. 
Changeover from dust to liquid with 
the combination installation requires 
little over one hour.

presence in an otherwise prohibited 
area would encourage others to violate 

the passenger safety rules. 

You should be happy that the re- 
strictions aren’t greater. They are 
aimed at safety. Still you can’t pro- 
hibit a passenger from getting off 
without doing much more to shatter 
public relations, but once off you can 
put him in a safe place and keep him 
there until the airplane is ready for 
his return. 

The admission of returning passen- 
gers and new passengers at a given 
time gives a more orderly operation
